It is now two weeks since the disastrous repulse north 


of Mont Kemmel and in that time the Germana'have gained 
hardly a foot either in Flanders or in Picardy. The French 
and British, however, have taken some small and locally 
important .positions in limited attacks, the last.advance 
having be"en made by the French north of Kemmel village 
in the capture of Hill 44 and an adjoining farm. It is felt 
the Germans cannot delay their attacks in strength much 
longer and that important sectors southwest of Ypres and 
between Arras and the Somme will soon resound again to 
the clash of mighty battles. Meanwhile, opposing cannon 
are firing thousands of shells into and behind the hostile 
positions. 


On the Italian front the fighting ia becoming phaper 


with the Italians on the offensive. 
After the successful 


operation on Monte Corno, south of Asiago^the Italians 
have wiped out an Austrian advance post on the important 
height of Col-del Orso, between the Brenta and the-Piave. 
Austrian patrol parties were repulsed north of Lake Garda 
and along the .line west of the Brenta.

Announcement that Emperor Charles had gone to the 


front to witness the start of a new offensive against the 
Italians, which has not developed, has not improved internal 
conditions in the dual monarchy and the existence of a sep- 
arate Austrian state is reported to be in danger. Baron 
Burian and the emperor now have gone to German great 
headquarters, where, it is naid, the foreign minister will 
discuss plans for the military and commercial alliance of 
Germany and Austria-Hungary. The serious lack of food 
which has caused outbreaks in Austria and Bohemia, has 
ipread to Galicia and many are reported to be dying of 
hunger.

It is generally admitted in Washington that thtf sentimem 


, for the taxation of war profits is stronger than ever. It is sig 


i nificant that Secretary McAdoo is talking conscription following 


I hi* latest swing around the country. Secretary McAdoo has 
evidently found sentiment throughout the country demanding 
that more of the funds of war, be raised by taxation. 


Advocates of high excess profits taxes also argue that the 


new revenues must not come directly from the people. They be- 
lieve that with the people generously contributing to Liberty 
loans and other finance methods the burden of additional revenue 
must be borne by businesses thriving on the war. 


It is also recognized aT Washington that to raise funds by 


bond issue out of proportion to the amount raised by direct tax- 
ation will bring inflation of prices. Inflation of prices means 
that the common people will have to pay more for the necessities 
of life. It is felt that the limit has already been reached 
prices and nothing further should be done to increase prices. 


The moves now being attributed to McAdoo are significant. 


It is evident that the administration has finally concluded that 
the tremendous profits being made out of the war must be taken 
in large measure to conduct the war. 


THE ADVICE OF LINCOLN 


A 


" N eloquent plea delivered against violence and the mob spirit 


by Abraham Lincoln is timely in its application and should 


be pondered over by the citizens of this country. The address 
was delivered in Springfield, 111., before a club of young men in 
1830. The subject of the address was "The Perpetuation of Our 
Political Institutions." The address in part follows: 


There is even now something of ill omen amongst us. I 


mean the increasing disregard for law which pervades the 
country—the growing disposition to substitute the wild 


, and furious passions in lieu of the sober judgment of courts, 


and the worse than savage mobs for the executive ministers 
of justice. This disposition is awfully fearful in any com- 


: munity; and that it now exists in ours, though grating to 


our feeling to admit, it would be a violation of truth and an 
insult to our intelligence tc deny. Accounts of outrages 
committed by mobs form the everyday news of the times. 
They have pervaded the country from New England to 
Louisiana; they are neither peculiar to the eternal snoyvs of 
the former nor the burning suns of the latter; they are not 
the creature of climate, neither are they confined to the 
slaveholding or the nonslaveholding States. 
Alike they 


spring up among the pleasure-hunting masters of Southern 
slaves and the order-loving citizens of the land of steady^ | 
habits. Whatever, then, their cause may be, it is common 
to the whole country. When men take it in their heads to- 
day to hang gamblers or burn murderers they should recol- 
'lect that in the confusion usually attending such transac- 
tions they will be as likely to hang or burn someone who is 
neither a gambler nor a murderer as one who is, and that, 
acting upon the example they set, the mob of to-morrow 
may, 
and probably will, hang or burn some of them by the 


very same mistake. And not only so; the innocent, those 
who have ever set their faces against violations of law in 
every sljape, alike with the guilty, fall victims to the rav- 
ages of mob law; and thus it goes on, step by step, till all 
the walls erected for the defense of the persons and prop- 
erty of individuals are trodden down and disregarded. But 
all this, even, is not the full extent of the evfl. By such 
examples, by instances of the perpetrators of such acts go- 
ing unpunished, the lawless in spirit are encouraged to be- 
come lawless in practice; and having been used to no re- 
straint but dread of punishment they thus become absolute- 
ly unrestrained. Having ever regarded government as their 
deadliest bane, they make a jubilee of the suspension of its 
operations and pray for nothing so much as its total anni- 
hilation. While, on the other hand, good men, men who love 
tranquility, who desire to abide by the laws and enjoy their 
benefits, who would gladly shed their blood in the defense of 
tbeir country, seeing their property destroyed, their fam- 


\ 


ilies insulted, and their lives endangered, their persons in- 
jured, and seeing nothing in prospect thfet forebodes * 
change for. the better become- tired of and disgusted with a 
Government that offers them no protection, 'and 'are not 
much averse to a change in which" they imagine they have. 
nothing to loss. Thus, then, by the operation of this mobo- 
cratic spirit, which all must admit is now abroad in the land, 
the strongest bulwark of any government, and particularly 
of those constituted like ours, may effectually be broken 
and destroyed—I mean the attachment of the, people. 
Whenever this effect shall be produced among us; when- 
ever the vicious portion of (our) population shall be per- 
mitted to gather in bands of hundreds and thousands, and 
burn churches, ravage and rob provision stores, throw print- 
ing presses into rivers, shoot editors, and hang and burn 
obnoxious persons at pleasure, and with impunity, depend 
upon it, this Government can not last. By such things, 
the feelings of the best citizens will become more or leas 
alienated from it, and thus it will be left without friends 
or tooTfew,- and those few too weak to make their friendship 
effectual. 
At such a time, and under such circumstances, 


men of sufficient talent and ambition will not be wanting to 
seize the opportunity, strike the blow,-and overturn that 
fair fabric which for the last half century has been the 
fondest hope of the lovers of freedom throughout the world. 


I knew the American people are much attached to their 


Government; I know they would suffer much for its sake;. 
I know they would endure evils long and patiently befoi^ 
they would ever think of exchanging it for another; yet, 
notwithstanding all this, if the laws be continually despised 
ami disregarded, if their rights be secure in their persons 
and property are held by no better tenure than the caprice 
of a mob. the alienation of their affections from the Govern- 
ment is the nautral consequence; and to that, sooner or 
later, it must come.

The question recurs, "How shall we fortify against it?" 


Ths answer is simple * * * Let reverence for the laws 
be breathed by every American mother to the lisping babe 
that prattles on her lap; let it be taught in schools, in semin- 
aries, and in colleges; let it be written in primers, spelling 
books, and in almanacs; let it be preached from the pulpit, 
proclaimed in legislative halls, and enforced in courts of 
justice. And, in short, let it become the political religion 
of the Nation, and let the old and the young, the rich and the 
poor, the grave and the gay of all sexes and tongues and 
colors.and conditions, sacrifice unceasingly upon' its altars. 


While ever a state of feeling such as this shall univer- 


sally, or even very generally, prevail throughout the Na- 
tion, vain will be every effort and fruitless every attempt 
to subvert our national freedom.

unpatriotic 'and unprincipled; even 
'Billy" Sunday, when lie hit the 
sawdust trail in New York City, took

slackers. 


General President Hutcheson v.'aa 


ocked up as a dangerous man, un- 
.vorthy of being at the head of such 
an organization; it \vas said that 
-.ertaii. labor officials repudiated him

land to the other. Those who were 
li/jdiist in their condemnation of the 
carpenters knew not whereof they 
spoke; if they had known the true 
facts they would have been more 
guarded in their speech.

General President Hutcheson 
refused to become a party to an open 
shop agreement; the men wanted to 
know what was doing. The General 
President had no other alternative 
than to truthfully tell them; they 
waited no longer, they immediately 
put down their tools and quit. 


And so the great strike was on. 


It must be remembered, however, 
that our men were smarting from 
many other impositions. They were 
discriminated against time and again 
on account of holding membership 
in a union; they were hired and fired 
in rapid succession; they were of- 
fered any rate of wages but the 
union rate; they were required to do 
all kinds of work, skilled or unskill- 
ed; the inclemency of the weather 
played havoc with them. When the 
thermometer registered several de- 
grees below zero, they suffered from 
frozen feet and hands, and frozen 
cars;'they had to stand in line in the 
cold from fifteen to thirty minutes 
to get into the mess hall for dinner 
as there was no suitable place for 
them to eat elsewhere 'in the yards, 
where there was a mess hall or res- 
icurant it was not large enough to 
accommodate them, and so on.

BE MERCILESS! 


The world for many years past 


has taken care of its weaklings, and 
long since gave up the practice of 
the Spartans of exposing 
young 


children on the>hillBides, letting the 
feeble babies to die. But the war 
gardener must show himself heart- 
less in thinning out his vegetable 
plot and get rid~bf weakling*, says 
today's bulletin from the National 
War Garden Commission. Weakly 
and spindly plants will take up the 
strength from the ground 
which 


should be reserved for the stronger 
plants. 
' 


After the plants have come np 


thickly together and are big enough 
to take hold of, they should be thin- 
ned out «eyerely. Those" that re- 
main will give a'greater crop of a 
better quality than too many plants 
left in the row. 


In this procesi thin them BO that 


the roois of every plant have enough 
room to spread out and seek the 
plant fuod in the soil. If too many 
plants are trying to eat the nourish- 
ment out of the soil none of them 
,vill thi.'ive as thejrshould. For the 
• ame rsason it is important to keep 
A'eeds out and not let them share 
the food in the ground which should 
jo to your vegetables. 
Ordinarily 


;n thinning it is better to pull "out 
;he plants in the center 
of 
the 


'juncneo which have come up to- 
gether. 


The gardener may have to modify 


it times the system and in order to 
nsure sufficient spacing 
between 


plants, leave some of the weaker 
ines if it is found that there is 
alenty of space between it and the 
-lext plant and that it will not take 
Crom the strength of others. Thin 
your plants to-these distances: car- 
rots, 2 inches; endive, 8 inches; kale, 
j inches; kohlrabi, Clinches; lettuce, 
8 inches; parsley, 4 inches; radish, 
2 inches; spinach, 3 inches; turnip, 
3 inches; beet; 4 inches; parsnip, 3 
nches; salsify, 3 inches; onions, 3 
nches.

KEEP HOEING, 
WAR GARDENERS! 


The gardener's greatest friend is 


the hoe. Without it he would be lost 
and with it he can do more to help 
his-vegetables -along than in any 
other way, says 
today's 
bulletin 


"from tha National War- Garden Com- 
mission of Washington. 


The greatest discoveries are usu- 


ally the simplest after their truth 
is once revealed. Nothing has done 
more to further the science of.farm- 
ing than the- discovery-of the fact 
that if you keep stirring up the 
soil around a plant it grows and 
produces better. Therefore, 
the're 


can be no better advice for the gar- 
dener than thi»: keep hoeing, hoe 
•ome more and then 
some. 
Fre- 


quent hoeing will «ave much water 
and is better for the plants. The 
reason for this is'that the'dust cov- 
er or "mulch," »s it is called, which 
is formed by tha breaking up of tho 
surface' soil into fine particles, keeps 
the moisture In the soil down around 
the roots of the plants from evapor- 
ating. 
You have all seen bow a lamp 


wick apparently sucks up oil from 
the can or tank by what is known 
as "capillary attraction." The same 
thing happens to the moisture in 
the soil unless there is something 
to check this' evaporation. Hoeing 
does the trick. It keeps the soil be- 
neath roowt and mellow. 


It is not necessary to hoe deeply, 


about an inch being enough. Hoe 
every seven days at least, and al- 
ways after a rain or watering to 
break up the crust which forms. 
Hoeing should start as soon as the 
eye can follow the green rows. Some • 
times it can be stari?d before, par- 
ticularly if rain and sun have cak- 
ed the dirt over the seeds . before 
the sprouts get to the surface. In 
that case this crust should be brok- 
en up. Another advantage of 'fre- 
quent hoeing is that it will not give 
the weeds a chance to make any 
progress. The sooner they can be 
killed off after they appear above 
the surface, the better. 


Hoe,

France 'after a bad night on the 
boat and hiked to a rest camp.

The 
road to "said'rest camp was situat- 
ed on top of the largest hill in the 
world,, at least it was the biggest 
hill I ever walked up. By the time

Waterworks Employes Show 


Appreciation of Superin- 


tendent's Services' 


With the large increase in tha 


number 
of factory employes 
and 


the addition of two new ordnance 
plants,' the east end has been grow- 
ing in size and importance. All the 
old factories have at least doubled 
their number in the -past year. 


Reports given by most of lladi- 


son's representative concerns show 
that Madison as an industrial city 
is growing rapidly. Nine concerns, 
all of which are in the east-end, em- 
ployed 544 people 
in 1914, before 


the war, and l,22o people in 1917, 
an increase of more than 1215 per 
cent., and this year the number will 
go to 1,700. 


These same industries report an 


increase in business ranging from 
24 to 440 per cent., and estimate 
their payroll increases as ranging 
from 25 to 550 per cant. 


The location of the two ordnance 


plants and other new industries in 
Madison add substantially to the 
estimated figure on the number of

Madison.
